Have you noticed how frequently it 
ippens that in all good conscience we 
ad ourselves both in agreement and 


matter of fact,

rom the Baptist Joint Committee on 
ublic Affairs and a release from the 
{ational Reform Association, good or- 
anizations with both of which the editor 
in at least partial agreement. 

_R. H. Martin, president emeritus of the 
lational Reform Association, Pittsburgh, 
a, writes a good article on God and 
egregation. He observes that Abraham 
incoln put God into the slavery question 
1 his second Inaugural, calling the scourge 
f civil war a judgment of God on the 
ation for so long permitting the sin of 
lavery to continue. Mr. Martin regrets 
vat the prolonged segregation which is 
elated to the slavery issue of the past 
entury is not discussed in terms of God 
nd His will. “In leaving Him out,” he 
sks, ‘are we not ignoring the determin- 
1g factor in this issue?’ He concludes, 
‘In this matter, as with slavery, we are under 
ie judgment of God. Has not God’s ap- 
Ointed time for removing segregation arrived? 
lot that He expects it to be achieved over- 
ight, but gradually, though surely, and on 
1¢ basis that integration not segregation is 


fis will? And let us be on the way, for though 
od is patient, we may exhaust His patience. 


This idea of a progressively awakened 
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conscience on moral issues strikes a re- 
sponsive chord with many of us. Where 
then is the argument? It comes in con- 
nection with some of the other specific 
objects listed by this non-denominational 
Christian citizens’ organization. Here 
follows the list: 


1. The liquor problem, and other nar- 
cotics. 

2. The Bible and nonsectarian religion 
in our public schools. 

3. The Christian Sabbath and the civil 
laws that protect it. 

4. Christian standards in family life and 
the divorce problem. 

5. Gambling — legalized and illegal. 

6. International peace on the basis of 
the principles of the Prince of Peace. 

7. Adoption of a Christian Amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution to give our 
Christian laws and customs a secure legal 
basis in the fundamental law of our land. 


Among the doubtful objectives is num- 
ber 3, the Christian Sabbath and the civil 
laws that protect it. Many of those laws 
do not unduly restrict those who observe 
the Bible Sabbath, and they should not be 
opposed on the basis of how they affect 
our own way of life. The question in 
opposing them is one of principle, as we 
have before pointed out. 


Another object of the National Reform 
Association is number 7, Adoption of a 
Christian Amendment. For a discussion 
of that we turn to the material sent out 
by the Baptist Joint Committee mentioned 
above. 


The Baptists are engaged in some self- 
examination in regard to the proposed 
Christian Amendment which would de- 
clare that ours is a Christian nation. Bap- 
tist congressmen have been among those 
who have introduced the amendment in 
the past several years. It probably has 
little hope of passing, but those who seek 
to be consistent in their belief in the 
separation of church and state need to 
consider the implications of declaring that 
the law of Jesus Christ is the basic law 
of the land. At least this Baptist com- 
mittee thinks so. 


M. Searle Bates in the above-mentioned 
paper sets forth what he thinks the Bap- 
tist position should be, and your editor 
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is in pretty close agreement. Some of the 
points made are as follows: 1. It would 
further confuse the confused relation be- 
tween church and state. 2. Previous at- 
tempts to maintain “Christian States” have 
failed and have led to considerable denial 
of religious liberty to those not belong- 
ing to the dominant body of Christians. 
3. The declaration would strengthen the 
hands of those who seek government aid 
for church schools, etc. 4. In the eyes 
of the non-Christian world majority it 
would attach the Christian name to all 
military and other acts of our govern- 
ment. 5. To declare the nation Christian 
would not make it so; it would be preten- 
sion more than truth. 


The above points should be carefully 
considered by Seventh Day Baptists as 
well as other Baptists. The only argument 
that some of us would have is to call 
attention to the need for more Baptists to 
recognize that Sundaykeeping is pretty 
largely based on custom and a close rela- 
tion between church and state in previous 
centuries, and that a return to the Bible 
Sabbath would strengthen their hand in 
this newly awakened interest in preserv- 
ing the separation of church and state. 
We believe that our church is more con- 
sistent in its profession of taking the 
Bible rather than the later pronounce- 
ments of the church as a rule of faith and 
practice.

Planning Committee Meets 
By the Executive Secretary 


The Planning Committee of General 
Conference met in the parish house of 
the Alfred, N. Y., Seventh Day Baptist 
Church on Monday and Tuesday, October 
20 and 21. All members were present as 
follows: Mrs. R. T. Fetherston, executive 
secretary of General Conference; Rev. Rex 
E. Zwiebel, executive secretary of the 
Board of Christian Education; Rev. Everett 
T. Harris, corresponding secretary of the 
Missionary Board; Rev. Leon M. Maltby, 
corresponding secretary of the Tract 
Board; Mrs. C. LeRoy DeLand, president 
of the Women’s Board. Also in attendance 
were Rev. Earl Cruzan, chairman of. Com- 
mission and, for both evening sessions, 
Wayne Crandall, president of General 
Conference. 


A detailed review of the present work 
of each board and of some of the stand- 
ing committees of General Conference 
gave opportunity for the coordinating of 
future efforts as well as revealing both 
a well-planned current program of out- 
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reach and many areas in which materials 
are being made available for the use of 
local churches. Limited financial: resources 
and, in some instances, no personnel 
available, make it impossible at present 
to undertake work that is open to us in 
one or two fields. 

Time was spent in considering possibili- 
ties for future expansion of work. Effort 
will be made to join in the program of 
the Baptist Jubilee Advance. The yearly 
emphases as suggested by that program 
will be given consideration as plans are 
made. 

Information concerning Our World Mis- 
sion program through the work of our 
boards will be made available to every 
Seventh Day Baptist by the furnishing of 
bulletin covers for the use of our churches 
the third Sabbath of four different months 
of the year. The Women’s Board will be 
featured. in January, the Missionary Board 
in. March, the Tract Board in May, and 
the Board of Christian Education in July. 

The matter of studying into the advis- 
ability of the establishment of a “Depart- 
ment of Extension and Growth” referred 
by Conference to this committee and the 
Commission was discussed in some detail. 
Specific. areas of need in the field of 
extension and growth were considered as 
well as ways of implementing a program 
for meeting these needs. Progress was 
made in seeing the over-all problem as 
facts and thoughts were shared by the 
group, but much more study and prayer- 
ful consideration was felt necessary before 
any specific recommendations could be 
made. Ideas coming out of the discussion 
will be made available to the Commission 
at its midyear meeting. 

Tentative plans call for the next meet- 
ing of the committee on April 27 and 
28, 1959,.in Westerly, R. 1.

In this day of specialization we speak

‘Let us first look for the meaning of 
te word “steward.” In the Old Testa- 
sent Hebrew we get the idea of prince. 
n the Greek of the New Testament the 
ord is related to “house” and means 
anager, preacher, chamberlain, governor, 
! overseer. Now if we were to combine 
few of these meanings we would come 
Pp with an idea of what a Christian 
eward should be. He is — a prince who 
5 over the house as a manager or overseer; 
¢ is a guardian and governor of God's 
hildren. CHRIST is the Lord and Master 
this household and we, His servants, 
aust accept the responsible position of 
tust that we have been given. 

‘To us who have been called to manage 
he work for the Lord the term steward 
hould take on a special meaning, even 
teater than words alone can express. In 
ct, it must take on a deep spiritual 
leaning. We are sons of a King; there- 
Ore we are princes, and brothers to Christ, 
ve Prince of Peace. Being sons we are 
Kpected, and needed, to care for our 
father’s Kingdom.

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What Romans 12 Teaches Us 
Romans 12::1-21 describes the duties 
of Christians and exhorts us to. righteous- 
ness. We are to present ourselves as ‘‘a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.” Here 
I want to bring to. your attention these 
words, “your reasonable service.’ Paul 
did not say, “This is your.extreme duty”; 
nor did he say, “This is a difficult, un- 
reasonable service.’ To him it was the 
easiest, simplest service that we could 
render to Christ. Only in this way can 
we prove what is the good, and acceptable, 
and perfect will of God. 

“We all have been given gifts accord- 
ing to the grace that is in us.” Again 
notice that Paul does not say some of us, 
but all have been given gifts. 

1. We are all teachers, showing the 
light of the Word to all who will 
listen — to our friends, loved ones, 
and others whom we contact in 
daily living. 

2. We are doctors, called to give medica- 

tion and healing to sinsick souls. 
. Last, and greatest of all, we are 

called as ministers. Here let me 
differentiate between minister and 

preacher. One who ministers is a 

person who cares for the lost, min- 

istering to their spiritual needs, and 

a preacher is one who preaches the 

Gospel from the pulpit. This, at 

least, is my personal interpretation. 


What We Find in Other Scriptures 


Let us now look at what the Lord re- 
quires of a steward as found in 1 Corin- 
thians 4: 1-2: “Let a man so account of 
us, as of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. More- 
over it is required in stewards, that a 
man be found faithful.” 

In Titus 1: 7-9 we read: ‘For a bishop 
must be blameless, as the steward of God; 
not self-willed, not soon angry, not given 
to wine, no striker, not given to filthy 
lucre; but a lover of hospitality, a lover 
of good men, sober, just, holy, temperate; 
holding fast the faithful word as he hath 
been taught, that he may be able. . . to 
convince the gainsayers.” 

What command does the Bible give to 
us as Christians? From 1 Peter 4: 10 we 


We 
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learn: “As every man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one to 
another, as good stewards of the manifold 
grace of God.” 

Then in James 5: 19-20, we find, praise 
God, the results of this stewardship: “He 
which converteth the sinner from the 
error of his way shall save a soul from 
death.” Could there be any greater reward 
for faithful stewardship than to hear God 
say, “A job well done, my true and faith- 
ful servant’? 


Are We Faithful Stewards? 


Many of us are members of this church, 
but how faithful is our stewardship to 
Christ and the church? I have just finished 
reading a short and challenging book, 
titled, ‘““For Christ and Church,” in which 
the story starts with a minister in his 
study preparing his sermon. A visitor calls 
on him. The visitor turns out to be Satan, 
who informs the preacher that his con- 
gregation is composed of a group of 
liars. (I feel that some, myself included, 
might be surprised at what others think 
of the pledges we make as Christians.) 
Satan proceeds to inform the minister that 
he, Satan, has quite a stronghold here. 
For an example he asks, “How many 
members attend the prayer meeting?” 
“Not many,” is the answer. Satan then 
names certain of the members and demands 
to know why they are absent. The object 
of the story is to show that allegiance to 
the church is often considered to consist 
of attending one service a week — if it 
doesn’t take too long. 

We are members of this church and, as 
such, pledge to support it not only with 
our tithes but with our time. We pledge 
to attend all services when possible. In 
the by-laws of our church, Article VII, 
Duties of Members, I read: 

It is the obligation of the members of this 
church to watch over each other for good, 
and to pray for each other to the intent that 
we may abound in wisdom and understanding, 
growing in spiritual experience, being “thor- 
oughly furnished unto all good works.” It shall 
be the duty of the members to bear equally, 
according to their ability, the necessary ex- 
penses of the church, to attend when practicable 
all the meetings with punctuality, especially 
the Sabbath meetings, and including meetings 
for the transaction of business. 

The phrase “when practicable’ does 


not mean when we have nothing else to 
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do. We find no trouble attending a sociy 
gathering, going to a show, visiting rel} 
tives, or entertaining friends, yet we a 
too busy with lodge or a club meet 
to attend such things as prayer meetingh 
choir practice, church business meeting 
Association meetings, and General Co 
ference. We must first seek the Kingdo} 
of God and let all else revolve arour 
service to the Lord. I for one am tir 
of saying to the Lord, “I am sorry Bi 
I have other plans.’”” How can I hay 
the nerve to turn to Him in time 4 
trouble and expect immediate help whq 
I reject all that He asks me to do!

They are continually workii 
by giving Bible studies, studies abo 
their faith. They are not ashamed of t 
Gospel as they see it.

Virginia and still heard nothing of tl 
denomination. Is it because the memb¢ 
are ashamed of the Gospel as they kno 
it? I pray not, but what is the answeé

The time is not yet one o'clock. The

Many a boy has become discouraged 
in the Christian life and has failed be- 
cause his ambition was greater than his 
endurance, because he did not have the 
patience to test himself in the smaller 
tasks and trials before venturing into 
the larger ones. There is thrill in achieve- 
ment whether it be in riding, in giving, 
or in living. None are too young to think 
of the end of the journey or the difficulties 
along the way. With trust in Christ and 
by constantly putting forth our best, we 
will grow stronger in the Lord’s work. 


Beaming the Gospel to Russia 


The Light and Life Hour, world-wide 
radio broadcast of the Free Methodist 
Church, will begin broadcasting in Rus- 
sian to Russia about November 1. The 
210 million people of Russia need the 
message of the Gospel. Mrssionaries are 
not allowed entrance, but radio pierces 
the iron curtain. There are 47 million 
radios in Russia, and Gospel broadcasts 
are not being intercepted at present. 


The Rev. George J. Lambert has been 
secured to translate and deliver especially 
selected and edited messages. He was 
born, educated, and converted to Christ 
in Russia. Four times he faced the firing 
squad for preaching the Word of God. 
In 1944, to escape Soviet terror, he traveled 
400 miles in a fishing vessel over stormy 
sea without food or water. He later im- 
migrated to the United States and became 
a naturalized citizen.
